Look at the long ranges
of marbiestop tables, in the lengiby saloon,
covered with the morning ne wspaoers, and yoa
will e, beside thom a seore or more of anx-
ous expeotnmtE, asnting tue ascent, or deacent,
of the duily luuch dishes, perhaps their only
meal i the twenty-<lour hours, with as much
unxiery us the fsinelives ot olid watcaed for the
fall of manna, or hurgered after flesh, in their
forty-years' wanderiue in the Wilderoess. We
dism i such hotols g« the Continental or Girard
without remark, and pro~ced to the contempla-
tion ol the ordinary eating-houte, or simpl
bar-room, encountered at almost every cornct
and in every block. Who are they ?

The merchant, who runs in for his morning ‘s
glais of ale, or * atfennd-adl,” about cleven; the
citrk, resh from his secount-book: the aowa-
puper reporter and news vender, check by jowl:
sometimes the editor in propria porsona; the
more modest mechanie of the neghborbood,
wlho, bsonuze he spends his duly two or three
Satnmps,” and quictly retires ta his shop-bourd
or his 1ast, leels that he has a wore legitimate
right to such hospiably than the regular
Laneh Pirate, who ealls mrom hoose to house,
snd orib' 1o *erib,” satinted but never *satis-
fied,” ulwaye enting for aday abend, and who
“freeers” on every one whose frankness of roun-
tenance indicates a hkelibood ol victdmization.

A lovely doy —bracing weather; nelther too
hot nor too gold, 1t has been some time sineo
I suw vou last,” as the victim & putiing down
Lisa piate. *Thank you, yos; 1 will) WAs
about ssking you! Alittle whisky, boy 1" takine
in bar-room yeropacular “a four-inger snooger, "
Good llquor, nice house this; clever fellow the
lundlord! Ah, how dre sou, Brown? Mr, ——,
1 hnye forgoiten your name — Smith — Mr.,
sSmith, Mr, Brown., Just imbibing, *Pray join
us " quoth Smith, when they bow, leave him,
aud return to the lunch table, eat an additionnl
dish *to take away the smell,” and retire, with
the papers they had been perosiag, in their
pockets, under the eve of the host, who knows
it is worse than useless 1o waste o word, Many
of these visilors, however, are of another class;
decayoed gentlemen, who, redoced in elrcum-
stavces, visit these places wilth the hope of
meeting some old familiar who had known them
in their better days, or who might, perhaps, not
yet be aware of the change in their eircum-
stupoes, lor scrupulou=ly ¢lean and well brushed
are they., There is some sympithy lor such
mew, but none for the recular lunch fesders,
who are a8 praciised in tue porsuil of ther
peculiar prolession us the 2aell plokpocket,
who, not unfrequently, “fourtsnes” in this
mixed society,

Lunches were originally institoted in places
of publio entertainment as o sorl ol slight snack
W stay the stowach, in the interregnum be-
tween an enrly breakfust sud a late dinner, OF
course, those who breakssted at seven or elzhi
o'clock, and dined at the old-lashioned hour of
twelve or one, never Lerded anything of the
sort, It was the mine o'clock breakfast man,
or no breaklast man at ali, that needed this
solace, dining as he did at four or tive o'clozk
in the afternoon, But nowadnss lunches are
expensive aflairs, and are made o means by
which *an enterprisiug landlord” seeks to
attract custom to his saloon, or shanty, reaping
his rewurd in the addit onal amount of bibibles
consumed at his bar, A lunch 15 o cheap means
of sustaning & semi-luxurious life, With ten
or fifteen cents in hig pocket, o man onn
hardly atarve, Tenerally, several courses of
dirhes constitute ths mornine's meal, more or
lers expensive in churacter from the locality,
Green turtle, down to pea or benn soup, or n
plate of pepper pot, sauerkraut, codlish aud
potatoes (on Fridaye), or plam, unpretending
“liver and oulons,” with bread, mustard. and
other contiments, ad bbitunt. A elass of lazer
at five cents, or of whisky at ten, closes the
account., A vigit to another establishment is
productive of like resulty, and perhaps cven
vet & third, with the constant contiogency of o
“What will you have to drink?” or “What will
you take to drink " from some Smith or Brown
or Jonea who have fallen upon a flat. Who
shall suy that free lunches are not a valusble
fnstitution, the lanitlord a good Samaritan in
di-guise, and the Lunch Pirate a uselul member
of soclety?

Not the least distinguiched and most distin.
guwshable of the visntors on the ocensionof Lhese
daily reanions, are occasional members of our
very useful and ornpmental police, who go where
there is a possibility of their being of the
slighiest service—for sometites such a contin-
gency may oceur—and a luneh ig just the place
to bnd the mauwveie swel ot society,  Very
cory and comforiable {nnh" the gentleman.
No one imagines be come to make “d deseont” —
not he—but he is the counservator of public
prace and public morals, and his services are
most eratelully appreciated both bs the host
and gencrously acknowledged surroundings.
Very little lie ‘cares for the lunch, per se, his
soclul value is too highly appreciated; but ue
s everybody's iriend; for who knows but what
he muy be the next costomer? apd it is some-

thing to have a irflend at court,
